Philip’s silver coinage was probably inaugurated at the start of his reign. The head of 
Zeus, a new type on Macedonian coinage, probably was chosen because Zeus was the 
patron of the horse races which Philip particularly loved and at the same time a fitting 
symbol of Philip’s Panhellenic ambitions. The victorious jockey ona race horse is almost 
certainly an allusion to Philip’s own Olympic victory of 356 B.C. Coinage in Philip’s 
name and on his weight standard, continued well after his death, demonstrating the 
hold it had obtained in many markets despite the huge flood of Alexandrine coinage.
